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Strength of the Labor Party. 
The election went off very quietly yesterday, 
and the new Election law had full opportunity 
to be tested. No one who was around town 


| and at all conversant with the way things 
were going on could fail to notice tne differ- 
ence between yesterday’s voting and that of 
duys gone by, when large precincts and 
crowded polling-places gave ballot-box stuffers 
and rougus an almost unlimited opportunity 
for thir fine work. The weather was all ‘that 
could be desired, and the fine day which 
is supposed to be favorable to Repubiivan 
stiiength certainly gave all the chance 
to get out. Considerable rain li late in the 
atternoon, but it was alter the lls clos2d in 
the city, though it undoubtediy had some in- 
fluence in the country districts of the county, 
where the polls did not ciose until 7 o'clock. 
A noticeabie feature of the election was the 
strong vote cast by the United Labor and So- 
cialistic party. They displayed great energy. 
especially m the morning, botb in ticket 
peddling and wetting out their men. The un- 
naturalized element of the combination was 
utilized in ticket peddling, leaving the voters 
plenty of time to get in all their votes. They 
made an exceedingly strong fight, po ling their 
full strenath, and showed they were fully 
as numerous as they claimed to be. 
Their number astooished those who had been 
underrating them, and some by a jvmp from 
one extreme to the other began to predict that 
the Labor ticket would sweep the field. The 
labor element seems to have drawn more 
beavily from the Democrats than from the 
Republicans, and réduced the former to a 
minority party in a great many precincts. It 
made many other cbanges; as. for instance, by 
swallowing up the Polish vote in the Four 
teenth Ward, and making terrible inroads in 
the Fiftn Ward, which has heretofore been a 
Democratic stronghold. Evidently this new 
element is one to be considered, and its ex st- 
ence cannot be annibilated dy mere words. 
The day was singulariv free from dis- 
turbances of ‘every kiod, though party 
feeling ran high, and a large vote was cast. 
A large amouat of scratching was done, all 
possibie combinations were made, and were 
has probably never been an election where 
pasters, singly and in combination, were more 
numerous, 

At the Election Commissioners’ office some 
compla.nte were received from men who had 
been disfranchised by the negligence of clerks. 
Four men came in and reported that they 
had found ther names stricken off the registsr 
when they attempted to vote. They had been 
absent from the city at the time when te 
clerks made their canvass and not eppearing 
in response to “suspect” notices were 
erased. They could not vote, but their com- 


gated. Some other peopie came in and com- 
plained that the judges would not let them 
vote, but in most cases it was found that the 
voters themselves were to bleme. On the 
whole the Election law worked much more 
smootbly than the first time last spring. 
There were fewer inquiries at the Commission- 
ers’ office, and they ail showed a better under 
standing and appreciation of the new law. 
Much of the credit for the smooth working of 
the law 1s to be attributed te the energetic 
management of Chiei-Cierk John Maloney of 
the Commussioners’ office, which forms a nota- 
bie contrast to the slovenly management that 
characterized the office before. While the 
present commission is not the equal of the 
first one appointed, the office itseit is run on bet- 
ter business principles, and the result was 
very manifest yesterday. The Commiss‘oners 
ali came in for a littie while, as did Judge 
Prendergast, but they found no work to do. 

The election in the Town of Lake was un- 
usually quiet and orderly. While a large por- 
tion of voters polled their bailots in the morpn- 
ing, the majority voted after dinner. This 
was owing to the holiday given to the men 
after that time. In the northern portion of 
the town the voters were with tew exceptions 
in favor of the Labor ticket, with M. J. Butler 
st the bead. Butler is Master Workman of 
District No. 57, which bas jurisdiction over the 
Stoek-Yards Knights, and did not expect to 
get the Shrievaity. He was, however, making 
a big fight to show bis strength, as it 1s stated 
he intends running for Supervisor of the town 
next April.

Seated in the E:ection Commis- 
stoners room with a precinct map cf 
the city before him be jotted down each pre- 
cinct, placing a ring arounc Loomis’ majori- 
ties, while bis own went down straight. At 11 
o'clock be figured it out he was 11,000 
abead in the city, and was correspondingly 
jubilant. 

In the police returns a new system was in- 
augurated, the city wards being divided into 
three sections—the First to the Sixth, the Sev- 
enth to the Twelfth, and the Thirteenth to the 
Eighteenth. The returns were read off for the 
reporters, a deeply interested crowd gather- 
ing at the railing before each section. 
It was generally believed 
o'clock that Frank Lawler 
defeated, and the news was received with as- 
touishment, the returns from the Second Dis- 
trict taking the attention of the crowd from 
the other candidates to a great extent for a 
half bour or more. It was one of the most 
complete surprises in the city’s politics, and

Among Republican politicians last night the 
chief of all the contests in the Senatorial dis- 
tricts was in the First against George White. 
It was seldom the telephone at headquarters 
remainea silent for five minutes for 
lack ot inquiry about the First District, but 
Secretary Price’s information was meagre. The 
claim of an Eleventh-Warder, however, that 
White bad been deteated by 900 plurality, was 
sent back in reply, and it geemed generally to 
satisfy the other end of the line immensely. 

The crowd in front of * Tripune Build- 
ing, as the bulletins were displayed announcing 
the success of the Republican county ticket, 
fairly sbouted themselves hoarse, and when 
that news bad become old the shouts continued 
asthe returns from other States were dis- 
played. At times Madison street was nearly 
blocked, but with the approach of midnight 
the sidewalks again became acommon tbor- 
oughbfare. 

George R. Davis and C. R. Matson received 
the congratulations of their friends before 11 
o’clock last night. Davis was the recipient of 
more acknowledgments than any other of the 
candidates elected, for the reason that the 
bottest fight had been made against bim, and 
his friends were happy to see him thus splen- 
didly vindicated. 

As early as 10:30 o'clock last night the Dem- 
ocrats conceded election of the entire Re- 
publiean county ticket with the exception of 
Loomis, Tutbill, ang Williamson. They at- 
tributed their defeat aitowether to the Labor 
vote, which Struck them like a whiriwind,” 
as one of the candidates e¢xpressea 
it. They were so hopeless early in 
the day that no arrangements were 
made to receive any returns and no figuring 
was done. The worst blow for them was the 
defeat of Frank Lawier, which was confidently 
claimed by the Labor Party. At the head- 
quarters of the latter wild confusion and joy 
prevailed. It was annou that Dan Giea- 
son was elected to Congress in the Second Dis- 
trict by 2,000 majority over Lawier, and a yeil 
rose like from achorus of madmea. The La- 
Ur Party claim the election of seven Repre- 
sentatives, two Senators and possibly a third, 
and one Congressman, together with the six 
Judges mdorsed by m that were 
taken from the Republican and Democratic 
tickets. Some also hoped that Goodbue would 
be elected in the Third, buf they were disap- 
pointed. The Senators are Cbandler F. Lieb 
in the Fifth District and Richard M. Burke in 
the Eleveath and possibly Carles 8. Wheeler 
in the Ninth. The Rep tativetare James 
O'Connor in tie First, Willem P. W t in the 
Second, Lea P. Dwyer in the Fifth,« Michael J. 
Dwyer in the Sixth, Charles G. Dinan’ in che 
Ninth, George F. Rohrbach in the Eleventh, 
and Michael C. Lucie in the Thirteentb. They 
made no estimate on the county vote, not bay- 
ing received any reports from country towns.

Gen. Logan remained at bis post of ob- 
servation until after midnight. Judge Kirt 
Hawes was about the hotel until after 10 
o’clook. He was surrounded by a knotof 
people, and was beard to say that he could not 
help people indorsing bis candidacy. 
“When Judge Gary was up,” said Judge 
Hawes, ** Democrats and Republicans alike 
contributed to his campaign fund. The 
trouble is that the newspapers have 
assumed that all the laboring men are 
Socialists. This not true, as the majority of 
them do not sympathize with Socialists, nor 
will they affiliate with them.“ The audience 
throughout the evening was a good-natured 
ove, and there was no cause for disturbance. 

At the Palmer House no arrangements were 
made for receiving the returns. from the city 
or from abroad. The gathering around the 
telegraph office in the hotel, though small, 
seemed content with such meagre returns as 
came in, and manifested their appreciatnon of 
the operator's labor by quiet applause, ac- 
cording to the success of the candidate 
who belonged to their party. There 
were some congratulations exchanged 
over the fact that Henry George was 
defeated for Mayor of New York City. 

At the Sherman House bulletins were posted 
in the barroom, and a large number of guests 
and passers-by dropped in and attentively 
scanned them. One man in the crowd re- 
marked that the elecuon of Prendergast 
demonstrated the fact that the greatest factor 
in political life was the success of sheer 
demagogy.” *

The Majority Over the Bourbons a Very 
Handsome One—A Close Fight in the 
Congressional Djstricts, with the Gains 
Favoring Republicans—Morrison in Dan- 
ger—The Outlqpk as to the Next Legis- 
lature—Late Returns, 


Returns from the election in Illinois are very 
meagre, but sbow that the Republican State 
ticket will have not less than 25,000 plurality, 
and it may reach 30,000. Ricker does not ap- 
pear to have cut into Tannerin any part of the 
State. He ran 300 behind bis ticket in his home 
City of Quincy. The Republicans have surely 
elected all of their presert Congressmen and 
Mason in the Third District. No definit re- 
at this hour from the 
Tenth, Eleventh, and Eighteenth Districts, 
now represented by Worthington, Neece, and 
Morrison, Democrats. The result in them is 
very much in dgubt, with apparent chances in 
favor of the reslecuon of Worthington 
and Morrison and a slight hope for 
Gest, the Republican nominee in the 
Eleventh District. His election would give 
the Republicans a gain of two Congressmen in 
Illinois. No news has been received from 
the Sixteenth District, where Churonill, Rep., 
bas been pushing Landes very closely. Springer 
is being cut heavily by Maj. Connolly, but 
there-is nothing to indicate his defeat. Frank 
Lawler appears to have been defeated by 
Gleason, the United Labor nominee, in the 
Second District. 

The Legislature is very much mixed. From 
the very incomplete returns obtained from the 
districts outside of Chicago the Republicans 
appear to have the advantage, but the possi- 
bility of the election of two Socialist Senators 
and several members of the House in Chicago 
places the political complexion of the new 
General Assembly in doubt. It looks now as 
if the Labor party would at least hold the 
balance of power, but complete returns may 
give the Assembly to the Republicans. 

With Madison County yet to hear from, Jehu 
Baker and W. R. Morrison are running neck 
and ueck in the Eiguteenth District. Estimates 
on incomplete returns give Baker St.Clair Coun- 
ty, where he bas made great gains, by 250. He 
is beheved to have carried Bond by 350 and 
Wasbington by 200, the total in the three 
counties be 800. Thies is the estimated ma- 
jority of Morrison in Monroe County, which 
leayes Madison County to settle the fight. 

Returns trom all the counties in the Tenth 
Congressional District show that Gen. Post has 
made gains everywhere. His estimated ma- 
jority in Knox County is 1,800 and 350 in Stark.

The result of the Congresiona) elecuens, so 
far as beard from, is a series of surprises. At 
this writing the Republicans have lost one 
member in Connecticut, have probably gained 
one (Post) and Possibly Gest and 
Baker in Illinois, where the Democrats 
have apparently lost one (Lawier) to the 
United Labor party; baye gained three in 
Indiana, three in lowa, lost two in Massacbu- 
setts, gained one in Michigan and one in Mis- 
souri, lost one in Nebraska, bave failed to 
elect one in New Hawmpsbire and 
one in Rhode Island through neither 
having received an actual majority; have 
gained two in New Jersey, three in New York, 
five in Ohio, dave held thew own in Penner 
vania with one chance out, lost one in South 
Carolina and one in Tennessee, gained one in 
Texas, one in Virginia, and one in Wes 
Virginia, and bold meir own in Wisconsin.

To 
meet the cherished wishes of the Administration 
and take the control of the body away from 
the Republicans the President's party by to- 
day's and preceding elections must bave made 
a net gain of five. The shadow pt success 
which beckoned them today lay in Valifornia, 
Connecticut, Indiana, Michigan, New Jersey, 
New York,. and Wisconsin. Virginia was 
already theirs. During the last ses- 
sion Riddleberger voted mostly wit 
the Democrats, mainly because his Readjuster 
colleague, Mabone, acted with the Republic- 
ans. Some of the Bourbon politiciane there- 
fore think Riddleberger could be won over for 
good and the Senate of the Fiftieth Congress 
be organized by them if today’s figuring up 
shows a net gain of four Senators.

No prospect of a Demo- 
cratic United States Senate can be discerned, 
and at this hour the defeat of Peckham, the 
Administration candidate for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals in New York, is looked upon 
as probable. The only comfort is found in 
the belief that Andrews Mugwump candidate 
tor Governor of Massachusetts, bas pressed 
Ames close y. The Administration people took 
an extraordinary interest in the New York C ty 
contest.

When shortly 
after 8 everybody went home it was 
with the impression that for an off year there 
bad beon considerable of a land-slide towards 
the Republicans, that the talk about the Ad- 
ministration’s popularity with the country 
keeping the preseut Democratic majority of 
forty-five unimpaired had been largely a mych. 
and that the Democratic hope of gaining 
United States Senators was a delusive one. 
Of the individual Congressional contests that 
of Hurd in Onio and Morrison in Illinois were 
watched the most closely. Whena dispatch 
came saying that Romeis had probabil: in- 
creased his majority of two years ago over Hurd 
there was much significant comment. A re- 
port from St. Louis that if Morrison got in it 
would be by a greatly reduced majority aaded 
force to this comment.

EUROPEAN RAILWAYS. . 


Germauy Leads, with England, France, Rus- 
sia, Austria, and Italy Following. 
London Times: An important document bas 
recently been published by the International 
Railway Commission, of which Dr. von B:ach- 


merce, is ti ‘esident, and which coasists of 
railway eng: ers and official statisticians ap- 
pointed by various European States, It is 
the first rei, (printed in German and Freneh) 
ef the commission, and contaius comparative 
international railway statistics. In an appendix 
to the report are given the mileage ot the rail- 
ways of every European country and its 
proport' an to their areas and population. 
The report only deals with the railways 
up to the end of 1883. The Ger- 
man Empire bad the greatest mileage 
open At the end of that year—namely: 35,749 
— Great Britain and Ireland follow, 
with 30,058 kilometers; then France, with 
29,469; Russ a, with 23,940 kilometers; Austria, 
with 20,535 kilometers; and, at a long distance, 
Italy. with 9,602 kilometers. The other coun- 


tries dealt with in the report had the ioilow- 


ing mileage at the end of 1883: Spain, 8,251; 
Sweden, 6,600; Beigium, 4.320; Switzeriand, 
2,798; Holland, 2,118; Denmark, 1,817; Norway, 
1,562; Portugal, 1,620; Roumama, 1,513; Fin-- 
land, 1.181: Buropean Turkey. 1,173; Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, 370; Luxemburg, 366; Bul- 
garia, 222; Greece, 22 kilometers. Relatively, 
that ie to say, compared with the area of the 
various countries, Belgium was best provided 
with railways, baving at the end of 
1883 one kiiometer of railway to every 6.8 
square kilometers of area. It was followed 
by Luxemburg with one kilometer of railway 
toevery seven square kijometers of area; 
Great Britain and Ireland, to 10.4; Switzerland, 
to 14.8; Germany. to 15.1 square kilometers. 
The other countries are ranked in the follow- 
ing order: Holland. one kilometer to each 15.4 
square kilometers: France, 17.9; Denmark, 21; 
Italy, 29.8; Austria, 30.3; Portugal, 61.1; Spatn, 
61.5; Sweden, 67.1: Roumania, 86.8; Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, 140.8: European Turkey, 
178.8; Norway, 203.7; Hussia, 209.5; Bulgaria, 
288.1; Finland, 316 3; and lastiy, Greece, with 
one kilometer of railway to every 2,940.4 
square kilometers of area, The proportion 
ot raiiway mileage to the population was 
at the end of 1888 most favorable in 
Luxemburg (one kilometer of railway 
to every 572 imnabitants).. The second 
place was occupied by Sweden, with its 
thinly scattered population; the proportion be 
ing one kilometer to 607 inbabitants. Switzer- 
land was third, with 1,032 inbabitants to each 
kiiometer of railway; Denmark fourth, witb 
1.116; Great Britain and Ireland fifth, with 
1,184; Norway sixth, with 1,226; France ser- 
enth, with 1.278: and Germany eighth, with 
1.283 inhabitants. The proportion in the re- 
maining countries was as follows: Belgium, 
1,324; Finland, 1.816; Austria, 1,889; Holland, 
Spain, 2,048; Italy, 3.021; Portugal, 
; Bosnia and Herzegovina, 3,200; Russ a, 
Roumania, 3,553; European Turkey, 
Bulgaria, 9044; and Greece, 91,771 in- 
habitants to each kilometer. With the excep- 
tion of Greece and Russia, where railway con- 
struction has lately been active, especiaiiy in 
the latter country for strategicai purposes, the 
proportions to area and population bave not 
changed much during the iast two years.

PROBABLE RESULT OF THE ELECTION 
IN THIS SECTION. 
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Ohio Comes to the Front with General Re- 
publican Galns— Wisconsin Elects a Re- 
publican Ticket with a Good Majority— 
Indications of the Vote in Indiana— 
Michigan Republican—lowa Shows Re- 
publican and Minnesota Democratic 
Gains—Other Western States. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 2.—jSpecial.|—The 
election today was marked by fine weather‘ 
quiet voting, and remarkable apathy on the 
part of the Republicans. The State has gone 
Repablican by 10,000, but Cuyahoga County 
sends one Democrat to Congress and aided 
another. Foran is, from the returns in at 
this bour, elected to the kiftieth Congress 
from the Twenty-first Ohio District by a me- 
jority of 1,500. Dorsey, Dem., is beuten in the 
Twentieth District, but the district outside 
this county elected Crouse, Rep., whose ma- 
lority will be about 1.550. The Prohibition 
vote in the county does not reach 500.

THE LATE MRS. STEWART.

Her Peculiarities—A Handsome and Well. 
Preserved Old Lady. 

New York World: The late Mrs. Stewart 
bad a peculiar abhorrence of dark colors. It 
bas been already noted that all of the Stewart 
buildings were of the purest white, and she 
berself avoided in ber dress, as much as pos- 
sibie, all sombre hues. Mourning she always 
laid off as soon as conventionality permitted, 
and even during its term sbe lightened its 
solemaity at home with white. negiigés. She 
was very fond of dress to the last moment of 
ber lite. and her jewele were superb. Her 
morning gowns were marveis of caintiness and 
luxury, ana of every delicate tint, rose, pale 
blue, and lavender, or white and pearl color, 
smothered in the finest lace. She was a very 
pretty old lady in these beautiful gowns and 
astonishingly weil preserved; her skin was 
wonderfully white and kept its bloom, and 
though she was over 80 her teeth —of the clear, 
translucent, fi nty sort that will outlast a cent- 
ury—were iu perfect condition. Her chestnut 
hair was merely streaked with gray. She bad 
ali her tacuities and was very active, mount- 
ing stairs as nunbiy as a girl. Mrs. Stewart 
nas been accased of resorting to artificial 
means to g ve this impression, but that charge 
ber friends always warmly denied, and would 
acknowledge nothing false except tne littie 
curied front of hair that is worn by women 
fifty years younger than she and by many who 
have no need of it except their aversion to the 
trouble of curling their hair around the tem- 
ples. The Stewart house was never the scene 
of any festivities, and the louely occupant 
rarely went anywhere; but Mondays she was 
at home and was pleased when people came in, 
and still more so when they staid to luncheon, 
as she led the elaborate midday meal which 
served ber for dinner. There never was any 
meal called dinner in the Stewart house, for 
the next one, at 7 o'clock, was known as tea, 
and was only less formal than the luncneons. 
She bad people ia to these frequently. but at 
all times, even when she was quite alone, there 
was the same succession of courses and the 
contingent of solemn, dignified men-servants. 

She always spoke of her dead husband with 
reverence and aifection, and his rooms after 
his death were left undisturbed and unoccu- 
pied—Mrs. Stewart moving up to the third 
floor, where sbe bas lived ever since. She took 
the keenest interest in young married people 

‘and kept a watchful eye on the husband, who, 
if attentive, was sure of ber distinguished 
consideration and favor. The Stewart picture 
gallery for some time before ber death bad 
been closed to the public, which she explained 
by saying sue bad been reluctantly forced to 
the step through the unpardonable bebavior 
of some ot the visitors.

An Industry Carried On in the Heart of the | 
— part of th 


New York Graphic! A wooden clock is a good 


but in Europe, and especially on the Continent, 
where the enterprise of the Yankee clock and 
wateh maker has yet failed to penctrate, 
the wooden clock is the general rule among 
the middle and lower classes. The simplest 
form of timepieces of this construction are 
very cheap, and as they combine with this the 
advantage of being fairly accurate timekeepers 
their popularity is not to be wondered at. It is 
per ba ps not generally known that these wooden 
clocks are the product of an industry that is 
carried on almost exciusively in the Black 
Forest in Germany, and in a recent report to 
the State Department Consul Ballow of Kehl 
gives avery interesting avceount of the history 
of this curious and, one might almost say, 
primitive industry. The inbebditants of this 
wild and otherwise unproductive region ap- 
parently had no otner resource but to engage 
in some such employment, and in this respect 
the wooden ciock industry is a species of nat- 
ural producwon, in which an the phases of the 
process of evolution are illustrated. They did 
not have the soil to work upon, but they bad 
plenty of wood, and the natural ingenuity of 
pred ogg ge ame, long in turning it to ac 
count. 

The first wooden clocks were made in the 
seventeenth century and were of the most 
primitive construction. Even in the middle of 
the last century the mechanism was of the 
simpiest form, and consisted of three wooden 
wheeis and on escapement resembiing a 
which was operated by ieaden weights. The 
penodulua was introduced stul later, but it was 
not until thirty years ago that any changes 
were made in the old traditional forms. Many 
of these old clocks were very complicated in 
their mechanism, at least so far as attach- 
ments were concerned, and in addition to re- 
cording the time of day they would mark the 
day of the week, month, and year, the principal. 
feast days, and aperate whole armies of 
soldiers and other automatic figures. The 
clookmakers of the Black Forest during the 
early part-of the present century had gained 
such a reputation for their product that they 
controlled the market on the Continent and 
made a great deal of money. Then new styles 
came into fashion, and for a long time the 
industry in the Black Forest languished be- 
cause the manufacturers refused to give up 
the old form. Since 1850, however, they have 
conformed to the more modern usages, 
now ail varieties of clocks are made, from the 
very finest regulators with metallic works down 
to the plainest of old wooden forms, for 
there are still many who adbere the old 
traditions. : 

There are now ninty-two, communities en- 
gaged in this industry in the Biack Forest, and 
in 1880 the total proauction was 1,800,000 
clocks, the City of Furtwaugen alone making 
over 400,000. They are sent to all parts of the 
world, the present trade with the United States 
being valued at $50,000. The varieties in great- 
est demand here are the cuckoo and trumpeter 
clocks, althboug& occasionally chronometers 
and musical ones are im Germany 
takes all kinds from the finest regulators 
down; Austria only the cheap articles, such as 
the chainwork clocks, the high duty bemg an 
impediment to trade. England takes trumpeter 
and cuckoo clocks and regulators.

Even though the misstatement 
related to an apparently immaterial require- 
ment” the court construed it strictly against 
the beneficiaries and declared the policy void. 
Doubtless there are thousands of cases where 
erroneous statements have been made in 
applications for life insurance, and it would 
seem a very questionable proceeding to inval- 
idate policies on account of minor and imma- 
terial errors such as might be made by an 
applicant acting in good faith. Hence it 
must be noted that the New York court laid 
special stress on the fact that Dwight must 
have known his auswer to be false when he 
made it. If the misstatement had proceeded 
from incorrect information or defective mem- 
ory the ruling of the court could hardly have 
been so strict. The decision simply shows 
that where false statements are made know- 
ingly the policy may be set aside, even though 
the answers do not relate to material points. 
The same strictness would not apply where 
minor errors were made unwittingly and 
without intent to deceive. 


STEWART’S MILLIONS DISTRIBUTED. 
The tendency toward the disintegration of 
American fortunes as soon as they Jeave the 
| hands of their builders is strikingly shown 
by the will of Mrs. A. T. Stewart. As she 
had no direct descendants her bequests fol- 
low the collateral lines and are divided 
among a nephew and a niece and her half- 
sisters and their children, together with the 
heirs of a half-brother now deceased. In all 
there are over twenty heirs, to say nothing 
ef the religious and eleemosynary institu- 
tions that come in for bequests. ‘The dispo- 
sition of the residue .of the estate, after 
providing annuities to the amount of $50,000 
per annum and about two millions in spe- 
cific legacies, strongly suggests that the proc- 
ess of disintegration will be still more rapid 
in the future, and that in a generation or 
two the Woman's Seminary. and the Stewart 
Church may be the only memorials of an es- 
tate once among the greatest in the country. 
If Stewart had left children he might have 
tied up his fortune for a time after the 
Vanderbilt fashion; but n no event could it 
have been entailed beyond the second gen-

Laws, institutions, and circumstances all 
édiispire against the preservation of Ameri- 
can estates fa bulk. Large fortunes are sel- 
dom accumulated until late in life, and they 
| begin to break up as soon as they pass to 
| segond hands. Even the schemes of wealthy 
men to segregate their estates for educational 
or seml-charitable purposes rarely succeed 
according to the expectation, and when they 
do the benefit accrues to the public. When 
estates are passed down to heirs Nature is 
soon found in rebellion against monopoly, 
| and, aided by the operation of friendly laws, 
soon accomplishes a widespread division 
share and share alike. 
Toe Deo fiom shirt-sleeves to 
shirt sleeves” is a proverb that still holds 
good.

The attempt to continue great 
fortunes in single hands in this country pro- 
duces favoritism and injustice, usually proves 
the ruin of the beneficiaries, and, being 
opposed at every point by the laws, is prac- 
tically. certain to end in complete failure. 
All the conditions in the United States favor 
the speedy breaking up of great fortunes, 
and the instances where they are perpetuated 
m single hands must necessarily be very rare. 


THE BANKS AND THE THREE-PER-CENTS. 
In his opinion denying that National banks 
can hold called 3 per cent bonds as a basis for 


| diculation, suffering only the loss of interest, 


Attorney-General Garland shows that one of 
the objects songht in the establishment of 
the National banking system was to create a 
strong and buoyant market for current Gov- 
ernment obligations. The law clearly re- 
quired that bonds must be interest-bearing at 
the time of the deposit, and it was a fair im- 
plication that they must retain that character 
as long as they remained in pledge. This 
view is strongly supported by the act of July, 
1882, which, after providing for the deposit 
of lawful money and the withdrawal ot a 
proportionate amount of bonds, declares that 
„the provisions of this section shall not ap- 
ply to bonds called for redemption by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, nor to the with- 
drawal of cireulatimg notes in consequence 
thereof.” The conclusion that when bonds 
are called the circulation based on them must 
be surrendered seems unavoidable, and it 
follows that the banks affected must replace 
the 3 per cents with other interest-bearing 
obligations in order to retain their notes. 

Even if the law were involved in some 
doubt the Treasury Department could hardly 
admit that the banks had it in their power to 
prolong the existence of any portion of the 
public debt in opposition to the policy of the 
Government. Nothing less than a special 
provision could authorize such a conclusion, 
The 8 per cents were in terms payable at the 
option of the Government, and yet the banks 
claimed that when these bonds were used as 
a basis for circulation the Treasury Depart- 
ment lost all control over them and could 
not redeem them without the consent of the 
holders. The Attorney-General brushes 
away this absurd notion, and the banks hold- 
ing called 8 per cents must now surrender 
them and settle with the Government. 

Mr. Garland's decision furnishes the Treas- 
ury Department an opportunity to make its 
bond-calls effective and retire the 3 per cents 
rapidly. The stoppage of interest will com- 
pel private owners to surrender the 8 per 
cents held by them, and as the banks cannot 
use their holding as a basis for circulation 
they must retire their notes or buy other 
bonds. If they take the first course the notes 
will be retired gradually and their place filled 
by issues of gold and silver certificates, and 
hence the process cannot lead to contraction, 
but will amount simply to the substitution of 
Treasury for bank currency. In cases where 
the banks purchase other bonds the process 
will represent a reduction of the public 
debt without any change in the circulating 
medium. ‘There ts no weg a es therefore, why 
the Treasury. Department should not now 
proceed to make its bond-calls effegtive, and 
not report to the public alleged reductions 
that appear only on paper when the bonds 
are in fact outstanding. Mr. Manning can

AN agitation now progressing in London 
which bids fair to be successful. but concern- 
ing which the cable bas been silent, is that 
against school fees. The English School law 
provides fof compulsory education, and that 
all children except those of the very poor 
sball pay fees. Officers are appointed to en- 
force this law. Vieits are made to the bomes 
of pupils to make m@uisition as to whether 
the parents are able to-pay. ‘Those visits are 


very annoying. They expose the poverty of 


parents to the public, They are degrading in 
their influence as far as the children are con- 
cerned. The pupils whe cannot pay are also 
subjected to cross-exXamination by the teach- 
ers before their classmates. Many parents 
stint themselves in their meais rather than that 


their chudren shall be subjected to this inqguist- 


torial process. Some pupils would be with- 
drawn from school. altogetber but that the 
compulsory law provides pains and penalties 
against parents who do not send children to 
school. The “turtle-fed boors who consti- 
tute the school boards have by the character 
ot the men selected as truant officers, and in 
other ways, mage the law intolerable, and 
there is a gefieral revolt against the fees. 
A couple of weeks ago the School-Board fellows 
issued an order ot expulsion providing that 
“if on the Monday forttlight alter the first fee 
became due, no fees shail have been paid for 
the last two weeks, or for the ensuing week, 
9 the teacher than on .the morning 
of that day refuse to admit the child.“ 

This brutal order provoked eo much indigna- 
ton that it had to be rescinded. It is probable 
that the agitation growing out of it will result 
in the aboligveon of the fee system altogether. 
The leading Liberal papers, the Pall Mail Ga- 
cette and the Daily News, are waging a bitter 
war on the system. The News bas utilized its 
dialect poet to ridicule it. He tersely sums up 
the situation in the foilowmg stanzas put into 
the mouth of a e no-fees cockney 
youth:

THERE is no doubt that child-labor, as it is 
n Chicago and every other large city of the 
United States, is a great, a monstrous evil. 
The description of its methods and results as 
described in yesterday's TRIBUNE by a corre- 
spondent is not im the least overdrawn, and 
the remedies suggested if adopted might in 
some measure mitigate the results of the 
vicious system. But they do not go to the 
root of the evil. It is probable that 90 per 
cent of the children employed in Chicago and 
overworked are the sons and daughters of In- 
temperate fathers; sometimes also of intem- 
perate mothers. The father, through indul 
gence in alcobol, is unable to work, or only 
able to work about balf the time. The other 
half is spent in drinking, getting over the ef- 
fects of the drink, or seeking employment 
after being diecharged for drunkenness. The 
mother has enough to do to take care of the 
younger children. The older ones are forced 
to uo to work to support the family. They 
are taken from school before they have 
learned to read or to write their names. They 
swarm about the sbops and factories actualiy 
begging foremploymen.. Sometimes they are 
employed for charity’s sake. Greedy emplay- 
era bie them at a miserable pittance for 
the purpose of gain. Others, owho ure 
in competition with those greedy dealers, ard 
obliged to employ children also, and at low 
wages. Honest, industrious, bsrdworkme men 
and women are sometimes driven from em- 
ployment or Mrood to accept small wages be- 
cause of this ebild-labor competition originat- 
ing with ittemperance. The parent evil is

Possible Republican Gain of Two Congress- 
men—The Massachusetts Republican 
State Ticket Elected—No Choice by the 
People for Governor in New Hampshire 
—Green Elected in New Jersey—Usual 
Democratic Congressional Sweep— Re- 
publicans Victorious in California and 
Colorado. 

. Harnispure, Pa., Nov. 2,—[Special.|—There 
is no doubt that the Enights of Labor have 
cut the Republican State ticket all over the 
State, but it will not lead to its defeat. Beaver 
has great gains in Philadelphia, and will prob- 
ably score about 30,000 majority. 

The weather all day was fair throughout the 
State, whicn insures a heavy poll of Republic- 
an votes in the agricultural districts. Repub- 
gans are wild over wwe victory. Indications 
point30 Dariington’s defeat in Chester for 
Congress and the elecuon of McCullough, 
Rep., in Boyle's Diatrict. In this county the 
Knighte of Labor cut the Republican ticket, 
and it will have but 1,200 majority. The Leg-

without a scratch. It is too early to talk about 
majorities, for they depend upon the country 
districts, and the State is too large to count in 
five hours. The City of Philadelphia usually 
Setties the election, and it is tonight apparent- 
ly settied that Gen. James A. Beaver 
is to be the next Governor. Last 
year Matthew 8 Quay bad a majority 
tor State Treasurer of 14.000 in Philadeipbia 
and 43,000 in the whole State.

This year this city will give Gen.

It is 
charged that Buckiey in suaku bands with 
the voters slipped them from 82 to $3 apiece to 
secure their votes. There were but a small 
number of arrests for illegal voting. As 
soon. as the . official count of the 
ballot began it became apparent that the con- 
test was between the Democracy and the Re- 
publican party, and that all the other organiza- 
mons were in a small minority.

The Probi- 
bition vote bas been mucb lighter than anyr- 
body expected and Mr. Wolfe, the candidate 
for Governor of that party, is not only neg- 
lected in all the large cities, Dut his own 
county, Union, dismisses bim from the Lezgis- 
lature, while the Republican vote has been 
surprisingly beavy.

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 2.—|Special. |—Owing to 
the great length of the ticket the count will 
not be completed before noon tomorrow. The 
political issue in this district turned on the 
Congressmen with Maj. Jerome C. Kearby, 
representing a fusion of Republicans, white 
laborers, and county tenantry, against Judge 
Abbott, the Democratic nominee. The most 
reliable reports show that Nearby will receive 
in this county a majority of nearly 2,000 
wgainst a historical Democratic majority of 
7,000. Advices from Tarrant County show that 
the party majority of 6,000 has been 
changed to about 1,000 for Kearby and 
the reports from Johnson, Bosque, and Hill, 
the latter Abbott's own county, indicate a 
similar change. It the returns do not upset 
these advices Kearby is elected and bas 
smasbed a former Democratic majority of 
25, 000. 

The vote cast in this city was very light, 
owing to a large number of Democrats who 
are on the anxious seat remaining away from 
the polls.

SECRET-SERVICE ROMANCE. 


An Expert Counterfeiter Who Uses Only | 


Pen and Ink. 4 

New York World: One of the most success 
tui counterfeiters in the country bas baffled 
the Treasury for over five years. He bas 
adopted such an original role that thus far no 
trace of him bas ever been reached. His name, 
even, isnot known. A fairly good description 
of him bas been obtained, but beyond that tne 
Secret-Service Bureau bas no positive informa- 
tion. This counterfeiter works alone. He has 
no apparatus beyond a deu and a bottle of ink, 
and, having no accomplices, is not in any 
danger of being betrayed. His method of pro- 
ceeding is very simple. He will take a ten, a 
twenty, or a fifty of the greenback 
bank issue, and in the shortest possible 
can make such a saccessful copy of it in pe 
and ink as to defy detection from anybody but 
an expert with a Klass. I saw a $50 note at 
the Treasury this morning made by him. of 
the greenback issue. The general appearance 
of this bill is perfect. The lines about all of 
the portrait work will bear the closest inspec- 
tion under a class. The letter work 
is absolutely correct and the st- 
natures miraculous reproductions. Even 
the Treasury seal is fauitiess. The 
artist that produces this class of work rarely 
if ever counterfeits the same issue twice during. 
the same period. It is, therefore, not possibie 
to put bank peopleon their guard against 
him. He skips about from issue to issue, and, 


while be rarely goes below $20, yet has con- err 


aescended to make a $10-note. He is ap- 
parently always on the wing. His first note 
was detected in New Orieans. Other issues 
have been found in Southern cities along the 
Mississippi River, and then again they would 
be tound in Chicago or the extreme West. His 
counterfeiting can never reach a very large 
amount. He apparentiy traveis about a great 
deal and Jefrays the e xpenses of bis traveling 
with hia knowledge of the pen. He is a man of 
such talent that he could certainly command a 
handsome saiary in a legitimate business. He 
bas thus far been so successful in putting bis 
wares on the market that br the time his note 
ia detected the siightest trace of its author is 
gone. This is one of the romances of the 
Secret Service. There is not an officer con- 
nected with che service but who firmly believes 
that even this evasive counterfeiter will be 
caught in the end. it will be a hard job to 
find him. He is only one of sixty miilions of 
people, with no connections or relations with 
the other members of the buman family to be- 
tray him. And yet every successful counter- 
leiter this country bas thus far known has 
been brought to punishment in the end, 


AN ENORMOUS FROG. 


Over Two Feet Long, and Weighing One 
Hundred Pounds. 

Elmira (N. T.) Advertiser: A strange object 
may be seen at the house of Roger Burns, 
Seventh Ward, this city. The men who were 
working in the East Hill quarry came upon a 
soft, shaly place in the rock, which is some- 
thing new in that quarry. One of the men 
seized a pick ana began tO work out the de- 
composed rock, for suo it seemed to be, when 
he uncovered something which caused him to 
make au exclamation that brought his tellow- 
workmen to bis side in an instant. In the 
opening made by him they saw what seemed 
to them to be the head of an immense frog. 
They worked more carefully after that, and 
soon had the repule entirely uncovered. It 
proved to be a petrified frog, or something that 
looked very much like one, of prodigious 
size. It was carefully pried from its abode, 
and it was not until it was placed in fu 
view that the workmen realized that they 
had found what must be the remains of one of 
the largest frogs ever in existence. Unlike 
frogs, the petrified reptile was covered with 
fine scales, and the bead is nar:ower and the 
eyes larger in proportion than those of the 
common frog. Its position when petrified was 
that which is common to frogs, save that its 
bead and body are flat upon the ground; in- 
deed, it bas a general flattened appearance, as 
though it was subjected to a pressure between 
flatsurfaces. In coior it is gray, while the 
scales sparkle in the sun. Oue ot the creature’s 
froat feet is upon its head, hiding one of his 
eyes from view. It was carefully measured 
and found to be two feet eight and one-naif 
inches in length, and is surprisingly heavy, 
probably weighing over one hundred pounds. 
Mr. Burns, who found the curiosity, refuses 
to allow the frog to be placed on exhibition in 
a store window, some one having toid him that 
the Smithsonian Institution would probably 
pay bim $500 for it, this being a small fortune 
to him. He thinks it is safer where it is, as it 
might be broken. if moved. 


Important Electrical Invention, 

Utica Observer: George Westinghouse Jr. of 
Pittsburg is the inventor of a system of dis- 
tributing electricity for lighting and other pur- 
poses which, he says, will effect a saving of 95 
per cent in the distributing main wires as 
compared with the Edison system. In testing 
the invention the current for 850 sixteen-candie 
power incandescent lights, situated three 
miles from the dynamo, was carried by a single 
main-circuit wire less than one-quarter of an 
inch in diameter. Mr. Westinghouse claims 
that to do the same work the Edison system 
would require More than ninety wires of the 
same diameter. If the new system can do all 
that the preliminary tests appear.to warrant 
the in veutor in for it, the day of 
cbeap electric lighting is not far of. H 
fore the obstacle to the general adoption o 
electricity for Illuminati purposes has been 
its cost.

GEN. GRANT'S LAST REVIEW. 


An Affecting Meeting and Parting with 
His Old Soldiers. 

Washington Letter in Cleveland Leader: I 
heard last night tne story of Gen. Grant's last 
review in Washington, and I thinkit was the 
last review ot bis life. It was a few months 
before bis death. He was the Grand Com- 
mander of an organization here composed of 
old veterans, and known as “The Boys in 
Biue.” This organization met during bis last 
visit bere, and they invited bim to be present. 
There was a full attendance of the veterans

tume when Gen. Grant arrived with Gen. Ra- 
ward Beale. Maj. J. J. Noab presided over 
the meeting. He received Grant as be came 
in. The General was not feeling well and be 
looked upon the large assembiy with cismar. 
He saw the enthusiastic spirit which ani- 
mated them and feared be would be sbaken to 
pieces. He dad but a few momegts to stay 
and be was much troubled as to howto get 
away the crowd. Maj. Noah, bowever, is 
aman of considerable oratorical talert. He 
introduced the Generali in a tbdrilimg speech 
and beild the audience in band. He told them 
that they might be looking upon Grant for the 
last time, and that the General wanted to take 
each of them by the band and bid them one 
and all godspeed before he left. He ten or- 
ganized the company into ranks and bad them 
come one by one and shake bands with the 
great General. He described the scene to me 
last night. and the tears stood in bis eyes as 
De did so.

in Asylumes, and Still the Demand In- 
creases—General Paresis Becoming One 
of the Mest Common Incurabie Di- 
orders of the Urain—It3 Effects De- 
seribed by an Expert. 

New York Mai and Express: More than 
$40.000,000 is imvested in the United States in 
asylums for the insane. Tocare for the 100. 
000 unfortunates confined in these institutions 
requires an annual expeaditure of $2,000,000. 
This does not include tne feeble-minded that 
are kept in jails, almshouses, and on poor- 
farms, nor those cared for by friends at their 
homes. Notwithstanding this showing, the de- 
mand for more asylums is widespread, and the 
increase of insanity is alarmme. Of all the 
forms of mental trouble known to the medical 
fraternity none are more progressive or more 
fatal than that of geveral paresis. Though un- 
kvuown prior to the year 1822, it bas come to 
be one of the most common of the incurabie 
disorders of the brain. It was rst recognized 
as a distinct disease by an eminent French 
physician named Bayle, but the first record 
of a typical ease was made by another 
Frenchman, named Caemeil, m 1826, and to 
aim is trequently ascribed tne credit or baving 
been the first to perceive it. It is the disorder 
which not long ago struck down Joba MeCul- 
lougb, and which more recentiy sent Bartier 
to retirement. If the truth were 
known, it is not improbabie that the early de- 
eay of the minds of Fox, Davenport, Ve Bar, 
and Keene could be traced to the same mania. 
The cases of McCullough and Campbell are by 
no means rare. Similar ones migat be cited 
by scores. Under its daneful influence men 
remarkable for their providence, frugalitr, aad 
clear-sightedness bave squandered the savings 
of a iifetime in expensive and chimerical 
schemes bred by their diseased intelligence. 
It is regarded as a distinct aisease physiclog- 
ically, pathologically, and psycbologically, and 
is supposed to fave its seat in the cortical 
part of the brain. It is also regarded as a 
progressive dyorder. Both the mental and 
motor systems are involved, and with the en- 
feedvied brain comes the delusions of the gran- 
deur that usually characterize the malady. Its 
victims, as a rule, are men in good bealth, 
men of fine physique and strong mental caili- 
bre, middie-aged, active-minded meu bemg the 
most suscentibie to its attack. As to its cause, 
Dr. A. E. Macdonald of the Wara'’s Is and In- 
sane As lum says it is his obi ion that great 
aleobolic indulgence bas muck to do with it. 
He also attributes its rapid increase among 
the American people to anztety and exbaus- 
tion. Oonstitumonai troubles, such as scrofula, 
are also considered predisposing causes to an 
attack. All depressing and degenerating gen- 
cies, however, are in part responsibie or the 
disease. Unlike the majority of asylum pa- 
tients, a general paretie does not reaiize bis 
posiuon. He is something more than a mono- 
meotac, and, in consequence of bis delus ons. 
is often a very Sane man. 

Not long ago a well-known variety perform- 
er was stricken down with this terrible dis- 
ease, but could not be prevailed upon to go to 
an asyium. One day be was asked to take a 
ride, it baving been arranged that the driver 
was to convey him to an asvium, and when 
once inside the gate he would be forcibly de- 
tained. dy unknown means the patient de- 
came aware of the intent to incarcerate dim. 
and when near the asylum expressed a desire 
to drive. The reins were given Sim and the 
horse jogged along until the as lum was 
reached, when the gates were opened and the 
driver proposed stopping for refreshments. 
The insane man drove up to ihe Superin- 
tendent’s door, and as several attendants came 
out be caught the sane man who dad been 
bired to drive him to the place dy the arm and 
shouted See bim! He is dangerous! and 
despite curses and protestations the wrong 
man who locked up and the paretic drove off 
in hie giee. Like all diseases general paresis 
bas a beginoime and an end. At the outset « 
change in the patient's babits or manners of 
life is noticeable. Before i is realized that 
be is tosane it will be apparent that be is 
changed. The strangest part ot the care is 
that those things to which de has been accus- 
tomed to mest will be the first to which be 
becomes lost. If be isan actor bis power of 
study leaves him. If de das been a tailor de 
can no longer handie a needle. If a sculptor 
or @ painter all power of using the tools of bis 
art deserts him. The prudent man becomes 
prodigal, the modest man boastful, and the 
refined man coarse. Then comes the loss of 
memory. That which oveupied his mind—or, 
more properly speaking, bis attention—today 
is tomorrow put aside for something else. 
Finally bis speech is impaired and be stam- 
mers end stutters lixe a man that bas 
bad too many pulis at the bottle. He 
becomes ravesons for food and drink and 
seemingly never knows when he is satisfied. 
He differs from the monomamiac in another 
particuiar—be is not satisfied with being « 
King or a Queen, be prociaims bimself God, 
the President, King. Czar, Duke, and will ap- 
propriate any other title that may be suggested 
and believes himeeif to be the embodiment of 
them all at one and the same time. Death is 
the only relief. Twenty years ago the number 
of insane’ people in the United States was 
piaced at 25.000. In 1870 the census showed 
the number bad increased to 37,500, and in 
1880 the figure given as the insane population 
ot this country was 100.000. Thus, while the 
pop ulation in ten years increased 26 per cent, 
insanity increased over 100 per cent. Just 
what percentage of the whole is afflicted with 
general paresis is not known, but from re 
liable sources it is learned that this terribie 
malad y is much more frequent than is gen- 
eral ly supposed, and is increasing-with alarm- 
ing rapidity. 


A NEW PRECIOUS STONE. 


The Hiddenite and Where It Comes From 
—North Carolina Emeralds. 

Savannah News: The new precious stone 
that bas lately been brought to the notice of 
dwellers and the publie in discoveries made by 
Mr. Baril Hidden in Alexander County. North 
Carolina, resembies in many respects the em- 
erald, being of near the same color, but is 
denser and more briliient. It was named the 
biddenite dy the late Dr. J. Lawrence Smith of 
Louisville, Ky., whe was first to recognize its 
true chemical nature. This new stone is 
found in close connection with the emerald, 
but does not, like the latter, belong to the 
beryi family. The story of its discovery, as 
told by Mr. Hidden, is interesting. While car- 
ry on a search for platinum through the. 
Southern States, under the patronage of 
Thomas A. Edison, be came across, in Alex- 
ander County, a few pieces of bronze, which 
in their edges showed atinge of coor which 
verged distinctly ou that of the emerald. Be- 
fog an expert mineralog st be came to the 
conclusion that a region which could produce 
bronze having a slight tint of the true emeraid 
color ought to furniab the pure emerald itself. 
A vein was subsequentiy found at a depth of 
eight feet below the surface in whieb he not 
only found the true emerald, but with it many 
slender crystais baving emerald color but dif- 
fermg from that gem in nearly every other 
respect. It was to these slender crystals that 
the name tiddenite was applied. It ww today 
the rarest among the precious stones, and has 
not yet been discovered in any other place. 
The largest one found thus far was three 
inches long, weighed one baif-ounce, and was 
cut up into gems valued at more than $1,000. 
Besides the biddenite and the emerald these 
mines produce numerous specimens of aqua- 
marines, yellow spodumene, citrine, and 
smoky topaz, rutine garnets, and peculiariy 
beautiful quartz 

From the same mine next to the largest 
emerald in the world was quarried. The 
largest is owned by the Duke of Devoashire 
and weighs but two pennyweights more than 
the one in quesvon, whivh is hexagonal in 
form, is three inches long, one and tvree-quar- 
ters thick from face to face, and weighs eight 
and three-quarter ounces. Its value in the 
present uncut state is about 51.500. }

MAN IN AMERICA. 


His Colossal Fortune, asd How It Was 
Made—Worth More Than One Hundred 
Millions—The Astors, Jay Gould, and the 
Vanderbilts Left in the Rear—Kerosene 


Is King—The Oppressive Standard on 
Monopoly and Its Methods. 


New York Graphic: “Five years from to- 
day John D. Rockefeller will be the richest 
man in the worid.“ 

The speaker was Judge Stevenson Burke of 
Cleveland.

Judge Burke is no idle talker. He is severa: 
times a millionaire bimseif. He is a director 
of half a dosen great railroad corporations, 
legal counsel for the Vanderbilt interests, ana 
an old friend and neighbor of the man of 

whom he made the prediction. His compe- 
tency of knowledge to discuss Rockefeiler’s 
wealth is beyond question. 

The richest man ia the world! 

Then kerosene is King. , 

We have had monopliies, we bave had great 
fortunes piled up in fortunate railroad specu- 
lations, in land speculations, in the products 
of bonenza mines. We bowed down for half a 
century to cotton; we prostrated ourselves 
before corn; we looked on the golden heads of 
wheat as a crown. 

But, after all, kerosene is king. 

Judge Burke was asked for figures. He gave 
them off-hand, with the readiness of a man ac- 
customed to think in the millions. Ten years 
ago lsat alongside of the Judge ina parior- 
ear out West and told dim my ambition to 
come to Gotham.

For tbree years a dividend ef 10 per cent has 
been annually declared on tuts enormous 
capitalization of 870.000, 000. while a surpius 
bas accumulated which bas been put in stocks 
and bonds amounting to $13,000,000. John D. 
Rockefeller owns $40,000,000 stock of the 
Standard Trust.” 

Forty miilions of stock at a market value of 
200, and its proportionate share of the 
$43,000,000 surplus, make Rockefeller worth 
$104 000,000, not to mention his outside invest- 
ments in real estate and securities, which may 
safely de estimated at $10,000,000 to $15,000,000. 

Tf not the richest man in the worid, be is at 
least already the richest man in America. 
Neither the Astors with their vast real-estate 
investments, nor Jay Gould with bis great rail- 
road possessions, nor the richest of the Van- 
dorbim beirs, can make any such showing as 
this. If all accounts can be trusted there is 
not another such money-making concern in 
the world. as tue Standard Ou Trust, and Mr. 
Rockelelier’s millions are duplicating them- 
selves with a rapidity equal to the mad rust of 
the age in which be lives. The exports of the 
Standard Oi! Trust bring $70,000,000 annually 
to this country in exchange for oil. This is 
ooly an item of Income in their vast business. 

John D. Rockefeller started at che bottom of 
the ladder. He was a workimgman. For that 
matter, be is still a workingman. He works as 
bard today as be did when be was doing odd 
jobs on the streets of Cleveiand. When men 
gaze in awe upon the giant trees in the 
Yosemite Vailey they rarely think of the tilar 
seed from which the mammoth sprung.

He bas never allowed any one 
to know where be was born, what was bis 
parentage, where he lived, what prompted bim 
to organize the great Standard On Trust, or 
any of the particulars about his weaith, for 
which the public avidity is so-great. You may 
guess from bis appearance that be is a Scotcb- 
man, but be will never tell youso. Twenty- 
five years ago he climoed up from the position 
of a clerk to a partnership in asmai commis 
sion bouse in Cleveland, O., with a man named 
Ciark.

At guy rate, no wrong would have 
been committed—no country despoiled. There 
is @ common scandal in Egypt that the obelisk 
was pulled down at the ‘inspiration of some 
private enterprise,” and Mr. Salvago. who was 
tne United States Consular agent, affirms most 
positively that he paid away the sum of £600 
sterling as a share claimed for services ren-

CHILD WIDOWS IN INDIA. 


TWO MILLIONS OF WOMEN OON- 
DEMNED TO PENANCE. 


The Outbursts of Fanatical Hostility Which 
Are Agitating Northern India—A Char- 
acteristic Decision by Lord Dufferin— 
Over 20,000,000 Widows in India, and 
2,000,000 of Them Belong to the Child- 
Marriage Caste. 

London Times: The recent telegram au- 
nouncing Lord Dufferin’s decision regarding 
Hindoo widow marriages receives empbasis 
trom the outbursts ot fanatical hostility which 
are agitating Northern India.

the Indian Government regards questions of 
internal reiorm. Lord Dufferin expresses & 
genuine sympathy for theeparty of progress, 
but be does not allow his sympathy to blind 
him to the grave political difficulties of the 
case, : 
There are over 20,000,000 of widows jn India; 
and 2,000,000 of them belong to caStes whe 
practice child marriage and insist on the celib- 
acy of their widows. These customs are not 
enforced with equal rigor in all parts of India 
noramong all the castes who follow them, 
But, broadly speaking, there are about 2,000,- 
000 Indian women of ,;ood family who are oun- 
demned to a life ot penance or of shame. 
This, however, is a very mild statement of 
the case. For it must be remembered that the 
cruelty of enforced widowbood in India is ag- 
gravated by the circumstance that a vast num- 
ber of widows bave ohly been wives in name. 
In Bengal 271 Hindvo girls out of every 1,000 
between the ages of 5 and 10 are married, and 
no fewer than 666 are returned as married be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 14. 
the general Hindoo population. But among 
the higher castes, who enforce the celibacy of 
their widows, the proportion is much higher. 
Practically every Hindoo giri of good caste is 
either a wife or a widow before she reaches 
the age of 14. In thousands, indeed in bun- 
dreds of thousands, of cases the child has 
never known what is to bea wife. The most 
orthodox idea u that a girl should be given 
in marriage before the sense of natural mod- 
esty arises. For canonical purposes thie was

OHIO OIL. 


Production of the Lima 

Field, | 

Lima, O., Nov. 1.—-The oll report for the month 
of October for the Lima field shows that there 
are 165 producing wells, over 139 the Ist of the 
month. The production during the month ‘of 
October was increased 2,627 barrels, making 
the total daily output of the Lima fleld 8,298 
barrels, against 6,899 at the beginning of the 
month. The month has been prolific of big 
wells. The firet big gusher drilied in October 
was the Trenton Rock Company's well, on the 
Dougiass farm, about three miles east of the 
city. This well started off at the rate of 500 
barrels aday, and, although nearly a month 
old, is domg nearly that amount now. The 
next bie well was Leonard & Collins’ well on 
the Alonzo McClain farm, four miles south. 
This well is in undeveloped territory, and, al- 
though the drill had just penetrated the sand, 
the well made nearly 1,000 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours, and is doing over 600 bar- 
rols today. 

The Lima ofl field bas shown a wonderful 
progress in the way of development, and, 
although not eighteen months old, over twen- 
ty-five square miles of territory have been de- 
veloped, and the venturesome wild catter 
is getting in bis work on the edges trying to 
find the limit of the field, but so far in vain. 
There are two pipe-lines in the field, but they 
are not adequate to take care of all the oil pro- 
duced, and a large number of the welle dave 
been shut down the greater part of the time. 
While the Northwestern Refinery is turning 
out 100 barrels or so of 150° test oil, the Stand- 
ard Company are pushing work on their big 
refinery as rapidly ae possible, and have their 
buildings nearly all completed. Their refinery 
will dave a capacity of 2,500 barreis a day.

Fire Lesses in October. 

The “Loss Record” for October shows the 
fire waste in the United States to have been 
about $9,500, 500, or about $2,750,000 in excess of 
the losses during October, 1885. There were 
eight fires with aggregate losses of $3,000,000. 
These were: Salisbury, Md., $1,000,000; Rast- 
port, Me., $800,000; Farmington, Me., $800,000; 
Chicago, $230,000; Cleveland, 200,000; Paux- 
sutawney, Pa., $170,000; Taunton, Mass., and 
Des Are, Ark., $150,000 each. The fire losses 
reported in Indiana were $207,900; Illinois, 
$738,600; Ohio, $834,450. Elsewhere in the 
United States, losses of $10,000 and upward 
only, $6,242,000. Totalin the United States, 
$7,997,950. Canada losses, $502,000. Total in 
United States and Canada, $8,499,950. The 
timber fire near Dunserth, Dak., embracing 
200 square miles, causme a loss of 81. 000, 000. 
together with other destructive timber and 
prairie fires brings up the losses in the United 
States to near $10,000,000 for the month. Tuere 
were 152 losses of $10,000 and upward, and 12 
of from $100,000 to $1,000,000. The large fires in 
smaller cities and towns show the deficiency 
in fre departments to be the cause of exves- 
sive in most cases.—I] polis Rough 
Notes.

THE CONSTANT PREY OF AGENTS AND 
CONTRACTORS. 


How the Government Is Swindled and the 
Red Men Are Goaded On to Revenge on 
the Whites—General Tyranny and Abuse 
on the Part of the Officials in Charge of 
the Reservations—Reasons Why the Sav- 
ages Go on the Warpath. 

Santa Fé Letter in New York Times: In 
the issue of rations the agent is irresponsible 
to any one. If be nappeus to be honest the 
indians will get what is due them. If he 
chooses to be dishonest there is no hindrance 
in bis way. See how easy ana delightfully simple 
the peculation. Say there are 761 Indians on 
the reservation—at least the agent says there 
are 761, though there may be only 500, the 
Government is never the wiser. Upon the 
agent’s requisition for supphes rations for 761 
Indians are sent him—fiow, beef on te hoot, 
blankets, coffee, etc. Monday of each week, 
sar, he “issues.” There may be only 300 In- 
dians present—200 being off on a hunt, gath- 
ermg mescal or pinofis, or engaged in other 
ways. To the 300 present he issues what 
really would be full allowance for only 250. 
and, satisfied or not, the Indians must 
take quietly what is given or be fined 
their rations next time. In bis report the 
agent claims to bave issued to the full number, 
or to, say, 680, and by a frugal arrangement 
between bimself and the contractor gets the 
benefit of the extensive saving. An agent 
some years ago in this Territory—a Presby- 
terion parson at that—came down to serve the 
Indians ata nominal saiary of $1,200 a year, 
and retired afver two years worth nearly $150,- 
000, but the reservation meanwhile got to look 
like a bome for indigent consumptiver. 

No man of business would place a $1,200-a- 
year man in a position where be could, if de 
wished, embezzile $50,000 a year without detec 
tion; yet this is practically what the Govern- 
ment is dom under the so-called peace policy. 
The agent has no resident supervisor, and his 
gccounts must be accepted as rendered. The 
Indian does not know when he is being cheated. 
The agent receives so many tons of supplies, 
and if be claims to have distributed an equal 
amount to that borne on bis receipt, the bal- 
ance shows up as correct on the anual report 
of the Interior Department. 

Another point is conspicuous. The agent 
employs a certain number of Indians to cult 
vate arable lands, ostensibiy for their own ad- 
Vantage. Say 12,000 busbels of grain result. 
There is nothing to prevent the agent's re- 
porting only 6,000 and sellmg the difference, It 
is well known in the Territories that the con- 
tractors carry irom the reservations in many 
cases quite as large loads as they bring, to 
whose ad vantage no one is allowed to know. 

A record of our Indian troubles for twenty 
years will show that nine-tentus of them began 
on the reservation. The probiem often pre- 
sented to the Indian is whether it is better to 
remain on the reservation and be slowly starved 
to death to glut the agent's rapacity or make 
raids upon neigbboring settlements for stock 
and, perbaps, incidentally, for fun and hair. The 
Nez Percé war was directly traceabie to this 
cause and no other, while the flagrant robbery 
‘of the Yankton Sioux. which was carried oa 
for years before the Government discovered 
any fraud, is too weil known to need more 
than reference. The United States agreed 
through its Commissioner, in consideration 
of the Indians relinquishing certain vaiua- 
ble termtory, to expend for their benefit 
$65,000 annually for ten years, $40,000 annu- 
aliy for the succeeding decade, and $15,000 
each year for twenty years thereafter. This 
treaty was made in 1859, and an investigation 
made in 1884 sbowed that of the $1,135,000 
which the Yanktons should dave received 
probably not $00,000 had really been expended 
tor their benefit. A school was built and 
much boasted of by the agent, which cost the 
Government $10,000. Subsequent investiga- 
tion showed the school to be a log-house 
39x19x8, which Suid not have cost more than 
$200 and was used most of tue time asa 
stable—the ** schoo!” bat ing been on perma- 
nent vacanon. A second “schoo!” was built 
by contract in 188] at a cost of $8,000. At the 
endot two years the foundations crumbled, 
and the special agent sent out to investieate 
found it to bave been constructed as a mere 
shell and on plans which made it a fire-trap. 

These swindies are well known to the Indians, 
but are viewed by them as dishonesty on the 
part of the Government, which 
their lands under false pretenses, and it is 
small wonder if at last they take to the war- 
path again for revenge. 

The wresting of lands from the Indians by 
squatters or fraudulect purcbasers is in many 
cases done with the full knowledgs of the 
agent and by his influence. The number of 
these squatters on all Indian reservations is 
now 2,401, and the number of acres unlawfullr 
occupied by them is 117,000. The land thus 
taken is invariably the choicest, and under the 
present system the Indian has no recourse. If 
the agent chose he could easily prevent this 
robbery, and why be does not choose is among 
the many financial mysteries which hedge his 
career. 

There are some curious features in the 
„School system as at present conducted. 
Tne job of teaching the young ludian idea how 
to sboot is forthe most part farmed out at 
figures which must make it very lucrativa Of 
the twenty-three contract schools pot con- 
nected with agencies the Rev. Joseph A. 
Stephan is contractor for seven, attered 
through Dakota, Minnesota, and ontara. 
There were 263 pupils at these schools 
last year, and Mr. Stephan received 
$21,088.93 as his sbare. Of tue thirty- 
five other contract schools the Rev. Joseph 
A. Stephan has 21, claiming a total of about 
1,500 puptis, for the education of which he re- 
cvives $157,800, makmg his educational farm 
embrace 28 schools, whose annual income is, 
m round numbers, $178,884 for the education 
of 1,700 iittie Indiaps. Next to Mr. Stephan 
the Rev. Henry Kendal shows up prowinently, 


knack of runums these aboriginal baby tarme, 
which are well paid for by the Government. 
A glance at the report of the Indian Commis- 
sioner will show a singular mathematical feat- 
ure in the attendance at these schools. Bear 
in mind that the coutractor is paid $26 a quar- 
ter, or $10 a month in some cases, tor each 
little Indian. One would naturally suppose 
that sometimes an odd numberof little Indians 
would be ata schoo). Not so. The table ot at- 
tendance runs thus: 125—50—50—40—50—60— 
70—40—30—showing that never less than ten 
little Indians go together—probabiy being 
actuatea by a desire to make the contractor's 
accounts come out in nice round numbers. 

The report sets forth solemnly that at these 
schools the following industries are taught: 
Carpentry, shoemaking, tarming, sewing, and 
bousework,.”” Do you remember the class in 
natural history at Dotheboys Hali? W-i-n- 
d-e-r spelled window and ¢-!-e-a-n spelled clean, 
and when a boy knew this be got soap and 
water and acquired a practical knowledge of 
the two under Mrs. Squeers’ direction. B-o-t- 
t-i-n-e-y spelled botany, and the pupil learning 
this went out to hoe potatoes for Mr. Squeers. 

There are too many peculiarities in the In- 
dian service to be analyzed in a short space, 
but the present Administration will find it a 
fruittul feld. Nowhere in the whole range of 
public affairs is wholesale peoulation or mis- 
management as easy. It is significant that all 
observaot persons living near reservations are 
of one opinion—that the care and protection 
of the Indians should rest with the army and 
not with civilians. The system of isolating the 
Indians under charge of a smaii-salaried man, 
who is a disburser of large sume and is super- 
vised by no one, is that which bas led to near 
ly every troubie the Government bas had with 
its red children, and in many cases the pillage 
bas amounted to nearly all the money and 
stores provided for che Indians’ relief, 


The Doctor’s Fee in Cases of Suicide, 

London Public Opinion: The case of a 
would-be suicide refusing to pay the doctor 
who has saved bis life is matched by an inci- 
dent which occurred in Berlin, and which is 
just now going the round of the German med- 
cal ‘journals, concerning a man who went into 
a beer shop and poisoned himself there. 
langiord dispatched bis daughter for a doctor, 
who did what he could for the man and sent 
him to the hospital. When he recovered he 
refused to pay tne doctor on the ground that 
he bad not desired his services. The police, 
too, declined to settle the account, as also did 
the landiord, though it amownted only to the 
modest sum of 4s. The Berlin Medical De- 
tense Society then took the matter up, and 
sued the landlord, who, in turn, was defended 
by the Publicans’ Society, and thougn the 
matter has now been in litigauon for more 
than four years, the doctor, instead of getting 
bis 4s, has had to pay the costs, which to us, 
considering the circumstances, appear little 
enough, being only 42 7s 8d, yet nevertheless 
too much good money to throw after bad.

Gamblers in cards claim that these 
speculators might as weil lose their money to 
‘them as to other gambiers in stocks. It is 
bazard every where, and the air is impregnated 
with speculation @ with ozone. Only for the 
few who bave the capital to purobase all 
knowledge, to compass all risks, to furnish all 
machinery, and endure all delays, can it be- 
come a legitimate business. Such ones may; 
possibiy, be as safe in the mining business as 
in any other. 

Yet the keenest may be imposed on. An cid 
California miner told me of an expert assayer 
who haa avoided every snare. He had the 
habit of taking into the mine he was to test 
bags, in which ne carefully deposited the 
specimens he found, tying, labeling, and seal- 
ing, then carrying them in the cars to his own 
home. His reporte gained implicit belief, 
beyee the greater desire to deceive bim. A 
man once followed bim to the train with $50 
and bribed the porter of the sleeping-car, into 
whose charge the bags bad been committed, to 
leave them with him for balf an hour. He 
then, by means of fine metallic syringes, in- 
jected into the bags certain soludons, ohlorides. 
1 think, or gold and silver, and returned them 
unopened to the porter’s custody. The as- 
sayer, unsuspicious, tested every sample in 
bulk to find the amount of silver and gold, and 
made a very sanguine report. On the strength 
of this the mine was bought of those whose. 
agent. the injector was, and placed under 
charge of the assayer. As soon as work was 
begun the latter found with borror that he 
had been imposed on. For weeks, as my in- 
tormant told me, he drove on, with his hair 
standing on end, determined to strike some 
new lead which should justify bis report. At 
length, much lower down, he made a find” 
which exceeded bis first claim, aud then he 
was satisfied." 

The gamblers, like the miners, are not un- 
frequeutiy of college education trom fine East- 
ern families. They are not wholiy bad. Their 
plans have miscarried, their capital is gone, 
and they are cast on their wits for a living. 
Other men have preyed on them, they turn and 
prey on other men. But my triend, who 18 
pastor of the littie church around the corner, 
tells me that for the last two years be has had 
from two to twenty gamblers at bis Sunday 
evening lectures. 

“Why don't you come to us some time to 
help pay your saiary?’” sald one of them to 
him. I never ask any one to belp pay my 
salary; that is a purely voluntary matter.“ 

A ew days later it was found that the little 
church needed repairs. ‘We want new paper 
and fixtures,” be said to the gambler. What 
can you do for us? Draw up a paper and 
leave it with me.“ In a short time the paper 
was returned, with $225 pledged by the gam- 
blers and $25 added by aJew. When all had 
been paid in and the improvements were made, 
the contributors turned out to see their work. 
They may have builded better than they knew. 


« OVERCROWDED BERLIN. 


Some Facts About the Capital of Modern 
Socialism. . 

New York Sun: The semi-annual report of 
the Census Bureau, just issued, develops a pe- 
ou lar picture of the social, economical, and 
religious fe of Berlin. Out of a population 
of 1,200,000 more than 150,000 are receiving 
public charity. In 1870 10 per cent of the pop- 
ulation lived in cellars and 25 per cent in 
crowded apartments. Since then the popula- 
tion of Berlin nas been nearly doubled. and 
rents have increased greatly, so that the poor 
are compelied to pay nearly half their earnings 
tor decent shelter. In suumer great numbers 
are torced to sleep out of doors. The danger 
to go through the streets unarmed, which ex- 
isted soon after the Franeo-German war, has 
subsided with severe treatment of the rowdy 
element, but petty riots and conflicts with the 
police are still frequent. 

More than half the population of Berlin are 
working people, and the city has become the 
centre of the Socialistic movement. The op- 
portunities for the suppression of Socialism 
are certainly more favorable here than they 


are in the United States. Bismarck has tried | 


enactment of severe laws against the So- 
cialists, and almost every mouth witnesses a 
convicuon of some ef the extremists. But it 
may be gravely questioned whether these pros- 
ecuvons have not strenethened the social 
Democrats. Hostile factions have been united 
into one compact party, and the convicted men 
are posing as martyre and actualiy feel them- 
selves such, which is a great source of strength 
to their cause. There can be no doubt that the 
gigorous campaign of Bismarck against the 
Socialists bas made propaganda for them and 
drawn to them the gympathies of well-mean- 
ing people. Many. ot the workingmen bere 
openly favor community of wives. Divoroes 
have increased to 15 per cent of the number 
of marriages solemnized. The attendance at 
the churches bas decreased' to 2 per cent of 
the aduit population, and of 48,000 funerals 
last year nearly 30.000 were performed without 
any religious ceremonies whatever. 
Women flock oy thousands to the city to ob- 
tain employment and failing to get what they 
want large numbers fall and are lost. This 
evil bas become so great that strenuous efforts 
are being made to avoid it. The law of con- 
sent has already been raised inasimilar way 
as it was done in New York aud ja England. 
By such legislative enactment some sort of 
protection is extended to girls up to the age of 
18. Lodging-houses and benevolent institu- 
tions have been established to aid working- 
women, and a society of ladies bas been 
formed charged with protecting, sustaining, 
and counseling women up tothe age of 35. 
But much remains to be done in that line. 


William Barnes’ Achievements, 

London Saturday Review: The fact that in 
many papers the death last week of the Rev. 
Williaw Barnes was announced without fur- 
ther comment suggests that the peculiar merit 
of this very original and very charming poet 
cannot be widely recognized. It is true that 
no man in our advertising age took less trouble 
to make bimself known or restricted himself 
more rigidly to the pastoral circle that he had 
made bis own. It used to be said—we know 
not with what share of literal truth—that Mr. 
Baroes during his long life never once set foot 
in London. He took a vivid interést in the gen- 
eral affairs of the world, but he declined to take 
any partin them. His ambition in traveling 
was satisfied by atrip from his parsonage, in 
the Valley of the Frome, to Beaminster or 
Sturminster. He would speak years after the 
event as of an historical excursion, of a journey 
so far as to Shaftesbury, and the frontiers of 
Dorset bemmed him in as the mouatuins of 
Abyssinia did Kasselas, but without ever ex- 
citing a like restiesness. Mr. Barnes was essen- 
tially a local figure; be wrote in what his peo- 
ple called the Do'set dialog, and he was 
well content to be the Dorset poet. None the 
less, he was an English poet of high note, and 
now that he has passed away we may con- 
sider what piace he takes in English literature. 
As time goes on and reduces the proportions 
of more noisy reputations it will probably ap- 
pear that bis place will grow more and more 
marked. There is no doubt that he was the 
best pastoral poet we possessed, the most sin- 
cere, the most genuine, the most Theocritean, 
and that the dialect is but a very thin veil hid- 
ing from us some of the most delicate and 
finished verse written in our time.
